Sorry  to  be  so  late  with  this,  Dick.  I've  not  been  near  my  computer,  so  I'll  do  this  quickly  right  now.  ~C 

I contacted  15  different  publications  by  email,  discovering  in  the  process  that  each  one  needs  to  be  sent 
out  as  a separate  email.  Publications  don't  like  attached  files,  normally,  so  each  was  cut  and  pasted.  On 
some  I tried  personal  notes  as  well,  to  try  to  interest  that  target  in  our  organization  and  location.  Since 
there  are  very  few  phone  numbers  where  one  can  actually  reach  a person  anymore,  it  is  difficult  to  learn  of 
any  level  of  interest.  How  many  are  actually  published,  I don't  know.  South,  West,  and  North  publications 
don't  want  to  publish  Boston  in  most  (but  not  all)  cases  and  the  reverse  is  usually  true  if  the  show  is  on, 
say,  the  South  Shore. 

I asked  Marla  to  send  me  the  postcard  info,  hoping  to  "dress  up"  the  email  notices,  but  that  wasn't  in  a 
form  I could  use.  We  need  an  announcement  with  an  image  specifically  designed  for  these  publicity 
contacts  to  garner  attention. 

I used  the  Boston.com  site  to  sign  up  our  dates  and  events.  I found  that  the  G section  arts  editor  sees 
these  listings  and  whatever  interests  her,  she  may  write  up.  I distributed  a dozen  posters  (with  the  help 
of  class  members)  to  libraries  in  assorted  towns,  as  well  as  other  popular  destinations,  such  as  a frame 
shop,  a deli,  and  a bookstore.  The  artist  with  the  image  on  the  poster  would  be  a natural  to  distribute 
cards  and  posters.  I ran  into  Joyce  Wood,  but  she  said  she  had  only  taken  posters  to  places  in  Wakefield, 
where  she  lives. 

I placed  announcements  in  several  art  organization  newsletters,  but  our  buyers  won’t  come  from  those.  (I 
do  want  to  be  able  to  advertise  our  prospectuses  in  newsletters,  though.)  I'm  sure  there  are  many  other 
places  online  to  advertise,  but  I need  help  in  identifying  them,  getting  addresses  and  contact  info.

NEWS  REGIONAL  EXHIBITION  AT  THE  ART  COMPLEX  MUSEUM, 

DUXBURY,  MA 

September,  2009  - January  2010 
THREE  YEARS  AHEAD  OF  EXHIBIT 

Exhibit  Space-spoke  to  the  Art  Complex  Museum  about  having  a regional 
exhibit.  We  scheduled  dates  for  opening,  reception,  workshop  and  pick  up. 
Jurors  At  the  next  board  meeting  I notified  the  board  member  in  charge  of 
Jurors,  Bob  Jorgenson,  who  scheduled  Frank  Federico  for  the  job  of  image 
selection  and  awards. 

SIX  MONTHS 

Prospectus-  Double  checked  dates  with  museum.  Becky  Haletky  and  I went  to 
Kim  Repucci 
Image  Resolutions

We  brought  an  old  prospectus,  noted  any  changes,  (dates,  slides  to  CDs, 
addresses,  no  shipped  works)  and  ordered  the  prospectus  for  this  show. 

She  emailed  us  the  copy  and  we  went  back  and  forth  until  we  approved  the  text, 
where  upon  she  printed  them  and  mailed  them  to  our  mailing  service,  Betty 
Bullock.  This  took  the  better  part  of  a month.  Betty  mailed  these  to  our  members 
in  April,  four  months  to  opening.  I picked  up  extras  and  placed  them  about 
locally  for  additional  distribution. 

Events-Checked  with  ACM  re  dates  available  for  events.  Scheduled  gallery  talk, 
and  two  demonstrations  for  the  duration  of  the  show.  Signature  member  chair 
has  this  information  on  willing  artists  from  previous  questionares.. 

Postcard-  Obtained  a CD  with  image  (300  dpi)  for  the  postcard  from  past  Gold 
Metal  Award  winner,  Don  Stoltenberg.  Brought  this  to  Marla  Greenfeld  , our 
postcard  person.  Gave  Marla  the  dates  of  events  during  the  exhibit,  opening 
reception,  gallery  talk,  demonstrations,  closing,  hours.  Proofed  when  ready. 

This  was  completed  and  ready  for  mailing  in  July,  two  months  prior  to  show. 
Awards-Send  Anne  Belson,  awards  person,  a list  of  stores,  restaurants  and 
businesses  for  possible  award  donors.  She  worked  on  this  tirelessly. 

FOUR  MONTHS 

Prospectus  mailed  out.  Jack  Haran  received  images  and  sent  them  to  Federico 
who  juried  them. 

TWO  MONTHS 
postcards  done 

Publicity  in  place.  Art  Complex  does  this  so  we  did  not  have  to  do  much.  Jack 
gave  them  the  data  base  for  the  show  including  the  images,  tiltles,  prices,  artists 
and  their  residences  to  help  with  this. 


ONE  MONTH 

Postcards  sent  out 

Poster-  Made  poster  to  place  around  town  to  help  advertise  the  exhibit.  I 
included  the  postcard  image,  the  opening  and  all  events. 

Receiving-Scheduled  people  for  drop  off,  and  sheet  of  images  to  cross 
reference  with  paintings  received.... this  is  very  important  for  people  to  cross 
reference  as  we  had  someone  drop  off  the  wrong  painting. 

Received  painting  mailed  to  my  home.  Museum  did  not  want  to  receive  them,  so 
I offered.  The  artist  did  their  own  pick  up. 

Price  list-  make  one  with  only  the  artists  tiles,  and  prices.  Do  not  include 
addresses  as  buyers  might  buy  directly. 

Sales  Folder-  Created  a sales  folder  for  the  museum.  They  don’t  handle  sales 
so  purchaser  has  to  contact  NEWS. 

Labels-The  museum  made  the  labels,  another  job  we  didn’t  need  to  do. 

Hanging  Committee-  The  ACM  handled  this,  a job  we  normally  have  to  do. 
Reception-  food  and  wine  for  the  reception-  the  ACM  does  their  own,  so  this  is  a 
job  to  be  noted  for  other  shows. 

Microphone  for  award  presentations-  arranged  with  the  museum,  and  for  easel 
for  Bob  Burgess’s  painting  at  the  opening  in  memorium. 

Demonstration  miror-Arranged  with  David  Avery  for  mirror  for  demonstrations. 
Although  was  only  used  in  December  for  Paul  George. 

Workshop  and  juror  entertainment  was  handled  by  Jack  Haran.  Attended 
workshop,  and  jurying. 

Awards  information  was  passed  onto  Nancy  Howell  for  awards  certificate 
scribing. 

DURING  THE  EXHIBIT 

Checked  with  demonstrators  ahead  of  time  re  their  needs. 

Wrote  thank  you  letters  to  demonstrators  after  events. 

Checked  on  price  lists  periodically,  made  sure  enough,  replenished  as  needed. 
Sales-Handled  the  one  sale. 

PICK  UP 

There  were  eight  people  who  forgot  to  pick  up  their  paintings.  I made  calls,  but 
many  being  out  of  state  had  to  come  another  day.  The  museum  was  most  kind 
in  offering  to  hold  onto  the  paintings  until  this  time,  and  mailed  one.  Perhaps  we 
should  consider  emailing  a reminder  when  we  get  an  email  list  together. 

AFTER  THE  SHOW  I wrote  letter  a to  the  museum  thanking  them  for  the 
opportunity  for  NEWS  to  exhibit  in  their  space. 

IN  SUMMERY 

New  England  Watercolor  Society  show  was  well  received  by  the  Art  Complex 
Museum. 

Frank  Federico  juried  the  show.  From  the  340  images  by  141  artists  entered, 
Federico  trimmed  the  numbers  down  to  60,  the  number  requsted  by  the  museum. 
Sales  were  down,  we  only  sold  one  painting.  Was  this  due  to  the  times  or  the 
prices  being  in  the  exhibit  pamphlet  instead  of  next  to  the  painting?

We  had  great  exposure.  Not  including  any  of  the  special  events  the  door  count 
was  1,449.  The  demonstrations  and  gallery  talk  brought  in  over  150  and  the 
opening  brought  in  around  200,  so  in  total  we  had  approximately  1,800  viewers 
for  the  show.  This  is  especially  a good  turn  out  when  considering  the  museum  is 
only  open  15  hours  a week. 

The  Art  Complex  Museum  was  pleased,  and  would  love  to  have  us  back  in  the 
future.
